A great victory was won in the: House 
yesterday by the star’ post route lobby, 
When the Post Office Appropriation bill was 
originally considered by the ‘Hovise, an 
amendment was. inserted directing the Post- 
master-General to relet all contracts for. 
mailservice on which, for expedition of ser- 
vice, an advance of 50 per cent. of the con- 
tract price hed been ordered. Nothing could 
be more fair than this. -On one pretense or 
another, contract’ ‘prices’ had been ad- 
vanced by..s. subordinate. officer. of, . the 
Government to rates which © were 
four times as great as those on which the 
contracts were originally awarded. If. the 
service really required this vast increase of 
expense, and the present contractors were 
performing a service in which ‘they never 
had any competition, the whole . business 
should be reopened to an. entirely. mew: set of 
bidders. The Senate struck out the clause 
providing for this reletting, and the 
House yesterday concurred: in the ection 
of the Senate by a vote of 87 to 72° ‘It should 
be borne in mind that this very clause which 
was stricken out was inserted by the House 
some time since by a vote of 118to54. What 
has happened to affect so radically ‘the tem- 
per of the House of Representatives ? This 
question can best be answered by the gang 
of lobbying ex-Congressmen who infest the 
floor of the Howse whenever any question 
involving an expenditure of money is under 
consideration.

In summing up the results of the lepisla- 
tion of the recent session on the subject. of 
taxation, we were in ‘error in assuming that 
the bill at one time pending which provided 
for ‘a tax-on the loans and deposits of bank- 
ing institutions was passed. ‘The act which 
awaits the signature of the Governor is the 
one regulating the assessment..of bank 
sharés as personal ‘property. in © the 
hands... of the ~- holders, . into. - which 
was incorporated a” provision. laying 
a tax of one-half of 1 per cent. on theay- 
erage amount of money employed in this 
State by foreign banks or theiragents. This 
objectionable provision was made part of a 
measure which was deemed necéssary~ in 
order to effect the proper assessment of bank: 
shares, and quietly carried through ‘after 
substantially the same thing had been ve- 
toed by the Governor. The text of the bill 
as it stands is printed in another column.
